It applies to railroads only, but 
it seeks to throw the protecting arm of the 
law over those weakly institutions by pro- 
viding that “every railroad corporation 
owning, operating, managing or leasing any 
railroad in this State be 
empowered to establish and fix its schedule 
of charges for the transportation of pas- 
sengers and freight in any sum in excess 
of those now established, that such rail- 
road corporation may deem necessary to 
bear the extra expense imposed upon it 
by the provisions of the bill.“ 

The political acrobat from St. Joseph has 
advanced some very fine-spun arguments 
why the interests of the railroads should 
be so guarded.

WASHINGTON, April 27.—The events of 


the day in diplomatic circles here were the 
landing. of the British troops at Corinto, 
the abandonment of the town by the na- 


tive officials and the population and the 


shrewd move of the Nicafaguans in de- 
claring Corinto a closed port. The first 
news of these events came in the afternoon. 
Dr. Guzman, the Nicaraguan Minister, had 
been waiting for several hours at the State 
Department to see Secretary Gresham. He 


was in a fever of anxiety and in the absence 
oft news from his oon Government, came 
1 learn what the departme t had received 

to the British movements at Corinto, . 
He was unable to see the 8 
morning as Mr. Gresham hac 
ing from a severe 1 
obliged to spend some time in a dentist's 
chair. At noon the Minister returned to 
his home for lungheon and found there two 
cablegrams his Government for- 
warded from San hia Del Sur, Nicaraguan 
cable port, about 125 miles south of Corinto, 
The first cable stated that the British 
troops had landed at Corinto and that the 
British flag was over the town, which 
had been desert by the Nicaraguan of- 
ficilals and the native inhabitants 

The second cablegram showed that the au- 
thorities had gone to San Juan del Sur, cut- 
ting the wires connecting the cable port 
with Corinto, so that the British forces at 
the latter place could not communicate with 
their home Government except by sending a 
boat to the cable station. he main body 
of the Nicaraguans who had abandoned Co- 
rinto had crossed a lagoon which separates 
the town from the mainland and had strong- 
ly intrenched themselves.

Corinto is the best port of the Central 
American States on the Pacific coast. It 
is most important to Nicaragua, as it is the 
terminus of the line of the Central Railroad. 
It is a very old place and was formerly 
called Raelejo. There is a depth of 18 feet 
of water in the harbor at low tide. Between 
the island of Cardon and the Point of Cas- 
tanones there is a dangerous har.

At all times in Eastern 
Siberia she has not less than 15, In a 
few weeks she could have concentrated, 
even before the present situation developed, 
30,000 men; but of what use would these be 
against Japan? Japan has now an army 
of veterans, —— 2 at the lowest, | 
100,000, better equipped, drilled, better pro- 
vided with transportation, and in every 
way, man for man, abler than the Russians, 
and at home in the climate, and with excel- 
lent reserves of 150,000 more. There is a 
small division of the Japanese army perma- 
nently stationed on the Island of Yezo, and 
even if this were not reinforced, and were 
consequently defeated, how much better off 
would the Russians be? The Japanese fleet 
would retire for a time under the guns of 
Port Arthur and Shimonoseki, and the Rus- 
sian fleet could not even attempt to at- 
tack these two first-class fortresses. The 
harbor of Tokio is inaccessible, and such 
clever naval engineers as the Japan- 
ese, with their torpedo boats to boot, could 
easily defend the harbors of Japan. As for 
invading Japan, Russia might as well try to 
invade: the moon. Every soldier that she 
could land would find ten Japanese soldiers 
awaiting him, and it is by no means im- 
probabie that the Japanese, with their over- 
whelming strength on_land, would attempt 
to descend on Vladivostok. These are con- 
siderations that the Russian Government 
must face before deciding to back up its 
protest by arms.“

At least three times 
that number would have been arrested were 
it not for the mistake of an officer who

twenty-five minutes sooner than the ap- 
pointed time caused an alarm tc Ppread, 
with the result that I have statea. How- 
ever, the arrests made were sufficient to 
close up the places for that night, and on 
the following Sunday I instructed officers 
to see that all persons selling liquor in 
these places were arregted for violating the 


Sunday lew. 

While it ie evident that it was the inten- 
tion of our lawmakers to prohibit the prac- 
tices that I speak of in such places, it is 
not exactly clear, even at the present time, 

der what section of our ordinances these 
tolators ought to be prosecuted; and 
some of these cases were thrown out of 
court on the ground that the complaint 
had not brought under the right sec- 
tioa, ne hro an erroneous idea of 
the law the blame for this was placed by 
one of our local newspapers on the Police 
Department. c. 1156 of the law creating 
the police courts shows that the respen- 
sibility could not rest upon the police, as 
under the law no written information on 
which a person may be placed on trial in 


the police courts can be filed by any per- 
von except the City Attorhey. The section 
is as follows: 


‘Sec, 1156. No summons or warrant shall 
be issued against any person lawfully ar- 
rested by any officer or member of the city 
police, but in every case a trial shall be had 

pon the written report of the Chief of Po- 
line: but the party so arrested may require 
the City Attorney to file a written state- 
ment setting forth the nature of the offense 
with/ which he is charged, and the ordi- 
nance under which the charge is brought, 
and for this purpose the police justice shall 
allow à reasonable time, not to exceed 
twenty-four hours.’ 2 ; 

In conclusion, I desire to say that after 
making a thorough investigation in the 
matter, I am satisfied that while we may 
be able to raid these places, bring in women 
and charge them with immoral conduct, 
yet we will be only dealing with the surface 
of the evil, skimmiing off, as it were, indi- 
vidual cases. To get at the root of the evil 
it is necessary that the keepers of these 

laces be refused the privilege of selling 

ntoxicating liquors; fot, as I have shown,

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BOYCOTT VS. COMBINE. 


The representatives of the beef com- 
bine are doing Secretary Morton a special 
favor by accusing him of attacking their 
business and stopping the sale of beef 
at their exorbitant prices. 

The Secretary of Agriculture is sadly 
in need of some such charge as this to 
rehabilitate him in the esteem of the 
people,. but he really does not deserve 
the accusation of damaging the combine’s 
business. The combine is primarily re- 
sponsible for it because it is trying to 
work a good thing to death. It touched 
the button which sent prices whirling up 
and the people are stopping the sales of 
beef. They decline to buy beef at com- 
bine prices. Poor people cannot afford 
to buy it and people who can afford to 
buy it wisely refuse to be squeezed by a 
monopoly. 

The 40 per cent reduction in the sales 
of beef is a most encouraging sign of 
popular revolt against combine oppres- 
sion. It shows that the people have de- 
termined to resist monopoly squeezing by 
the effectual method of boycotting mo- 
nopoly products. Beef is not a necessity. 
Other meats will serve, and if they are 
cornered vegetarians have proved that 
human beings may thrive without meat. 
The popular boycott is an effective 
weapon of defense against combines.

ARGON As FILLING. 


The scientific world has been much 
stirred up by the discovery by two En- 
glish chemists of a new element, in the 
form of a gas, which has been christened 
Argon. The present generation was in 
its childhood when the last revision of 
the list of supposed elementary sub- 
stances was made up, and most scien- 
tific thinkers had long ago conoluded 
that further investigation in this direc- 
tion was useless. Such original experi- 
menters as Crookes, the inventor of the 
radiometer, had indeed set forth the 
doctrine that the so-called elements were 
only varied forms of one basic substance, 
and instead of the discovery of new 
elements, many people have been looking 
for an announcement that some bold 
and keen experimenter had found the 


. primal substance out of which the numer- 


ous “elements’’ were evolved. 
The average professor of chemistry 


does not care at all whether the newly 


discovered element has any use or not. 
It is enough for him that it has been 
brought to light. The layman, however, 
and especially the manufacturer, will at 


once begin to ask, “Of what use is Ar- 


gon?” It is plentiful, there being one 
gallon of it in every five gallons of the 
air we breathe, but when separated from 
the oxygen and nitrogen that make up 
in equal parts the other four gallons, 
what can be done with this gallon of 


Argon, which has been there all the time 


concealed? 

Every student of chemistry is aware 
that of the two elements, oxygen and 
nitrogen, that were alone supposed to 
constitute the earth’s atmosphere, one 
was extremely active and the other no 
less remarkably passive. While oxygen 
is a supporter of life and of fire—to such 
an extent that if there were nothing but 
oxygen surrounding the earth, all our 
cook stoves would burn up in a few 
minutes from the flerceness that would be 
added to the kitchen fire~wnd in fact the 
entire earth would be consumed in short 
order; the other constituent of air, the 
dull nitrogen, is so inert and actionless 
that it would put out all fires and ex- 
tingulsh all life if the oxygen were ex- 
cluded. In other ayords, the nitrogen is 
simply there as a filling.

Waring said in a passion he repeated in 
cold blood, with a keenness and vigor of 
logic which left his antagonists frothing | 
with vain rage. Col. Waring said that he 
had made the remark complained of de- 
liberately and that in his opinion “the 
G. A. R. has sold itself for cash to the 
claim agents ‘at Washington.” In a 
public card to Gen. Collis, after affirming 
his conviction that many worthy patriots 
have been misléd, he wrote the following 
piercing truth: sd 

The unending crime of the organization— 
that which makes its benefactions seem in- 
significant—has been the destruction of the 
sense of duty and of the spirit of patriot- 
ism, and the substitution for these manly 
motives of a mere cash consideration. 
Henceforth, windy clamor must take the 
place of noble incentives, and the nation’s 
gratitude can be expressed only in dollars 
and cents, as it is now expressed in the 
millions paid to unworthy “veterans” who 
-have been hunted up and seduced by the 
claim agents, and what is even worse, have 
been coddled, pauperized and emasculated 
by the Grand Army of the Republic. 

This hac raised a terrific hullabaloo 
among the Pretorians which is all the 
noisier because the unpalatable charge 
cannot be refuted and the man who 
makes it has a record as a Union soldier 
that is unassailable and better than that 
of many who are trying to howl him 
down. 

In denouncing the perversion of the 
G. A. R. Col. Waring voices the secret 
convictiohs of its best element and of all 
the people who are not using it for polit- 
ical or pension purposes.

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POLITIGS AND LITERATURE. 


The recent publication of a philosoph- 
ical work by Mr. Arthur J. Balfour, the 
leader of Conservatives in the British 
House of Commons and one of the most 
successful of practical politicians, is an- 
other reminder of the difference in habit 
if not in temperament between American 
and English public men. 

Nearly every English statesman of the 
first rank has distinguished himself in 
some way outside of politics. Mr. Bal- 
four, besides the work just published, 
has written a little treatise on the game 
of golf, a deeply metaphysical work 
called “A Defense of Philosophic Doubt” 
and a number of magazine articles on 
remotely connected 
with his vocation in life. Lord Salisbury 
finds time to write and speak on scientific 
subjects in a way that suggests the be- 
lief that he would have been as success- 
ful had he devoted himself to purely in- 
tellectual pursuits as he has been in 
politics. Mr. Gladstone would be famous 
as a master of Greek literature and 
thought had not his reputation in this 
respect been obscured by the greater 
glories of his achievements in statecraft. 
These are conspicuous examples. There 
are many others only less deserving. 

In America, on the contrary, politics 
and Uterature do not mix, or at least 
they have not been mixed by any public 
man. There is scarcely one American 
statesman who has distinguished himself 
in Jetters, although many of them have 
shown the literary faculty in a high de- 
gree in orations and state papers. Motley 
and Lowell cannot be cited to the con- 
trary, because with them politics was 
only a diversion. 

Whatever may be the cause of this in- 
difference of American public men to the 
humaner interests it cannot be doubted 
that it is a spurce of weakness rather 
than of strength The specialist who is 
a mere specialist is always at a disadvan- 
tage when pitted against a rival who has 
broad general culture. The tone if not | 
the efficiency of politicians would be very. 
much elevated if. they would now and 
then take’excursions which their English 
counterparts find so pleasant, 


WHEELMEN’S FOLLY. 


The death of a Wheelman in New York 
who was run over and crushed by a coal 
wagon should remind bicycle riders that 
it is not only ungraceful but unsafe to 
adopt the attitude of jockeys when trav- 
eling through crowded streets. 

The accident was due directly to this 
absurd practice. The rider was leaning 
forward so far that he could see nothing 
but the grund and was apparently ob- 
livious to what was going on around 
him. He emerged from behind a street 
car and came into collision with. the 
wagon, the driver of which probably did 
not know he was in the neighborhood 
until the accident had happehed. Had 
the wheelman been able to see through 
the top of his cap he would not have 
lost his life, but as his eyes were where 
nature put them he paid the penalty of 
his heedlessness,

position in racing, but the crowded street | 
of a city is not the place for wheelmen 
to make speed or run races. When they

The Post-Dispatch commends the story 
of the Dwyer brothers, Michael and 
Edward, to the careful consideration of 
the Board of Police Commissioners. The 
Dwyers claim that they are the victims 
of police persecution at the instance of 
Ed Butler and on account of political 
animosity. ‘They have been arrested 
repeatedly on charges which they claim 
are trumped up, because Ed Butler wants 
revenge for their opposition to his can- 
didate for the House of Delegates in the 
Nineteenth Ward. They say they were 
threatened with police persecutiony on 
election day and the threat has been bar- 
ried out. The record shows that they 
have been arrested several times and that 
the cases against them, with the ex- 
ception of one, were dismissed for lack 
of evidence. City Attorney Clover, after 
dismissing one of the cases, said there 
was not a scintilla of evidence against 
the men. The Board should look into 
the matter. It is intolerable that Ed But- 
ler or any one else should use the police 
to work out political or private revenge 
on any citizen, no. matter what his stand- 
ing may be.

The Ziegenhein Commission was ap- 
pointed nearly a year ago to discover by 
investigation whether or not the Mayor 
would be justified in suspending the Col- 
lector pending his trial on a charge of 
embezzling $4,102 from the office. The 
‘record of the trial has long been on file 
in the archives of the Criminal Court. 
It was thought after the trial was over 
that the report of the commission would 
be valuable to the State Legislaure in the 
way of suggesting improvements of the 
present system of tax collection. The 
regular session of the Legislature, when 
the subject could be taken up, has been 
closed for a month. Chairman Parker’s 
announcement, therefore, that he will 
soon be ready to begin writing his report 
arouses no interest. He may spare him- 
self the trouble.- It is hardly worth 
while to make a report on the condition 
of the Collector’s office in the last decade 
of the nineteenth century for the benefit 
of the New Zealander who may stand on 
the Gould bridge to view the ruins of St. 
Louis. 
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It appears from the interview with 
John Mayo Palmer in yesterday’s Post- 
Dispatch that Senator Palmer has an 
interpreter who is no less troublesome 
to him than Sterling Morton is to the 
President. Young Mr. Palmer says that 
the free coinage of silver has taken pos- 
session of the Illinois Democracy and it 
is uséless to oppose it. He declares that 
those who oppose it could make no seri- 
ous impression on the June convention 
and that they will, therefore, take no part 
in it. He adds also that the immediate 
effect of the expected declaration (in 
favor of silver free coinage) will be to 
disorganize the Democratic party of the 
State.” This is néthine more nor less 
than a confession that in deserting the 
primaries the gold monometallists are 
getting out of the way of a cyclone and 
that they contemplate disorganizing the 
party by a bolt. The majority of a party 
cannot be accused of disorganization be- 
cause it expresses the will of the party.

Human testimony could not be more 
circumstantial, direct and positive than 
this.

NEXT JURY COMMISSIONER. 


Prediction That a Republican Will Be 
the Successor of Mansfield. 


ho will be the next Jury Commissioner? 

The term: of Fielding Mansfield, present 
incumbent,” has expired. 

Mansfield’s successor will probably not be 
appointed until Gov. Stone names the three 
new judges. These will probably not be 
done until the close of the extra session. 

The Jury Commissioner is elected by the 
Judges of the Circuit Court in general ses- 
sion, The matter has been delayed out af 


courtesy to the incoming. judges. Had it 
been known three weeks ago that the Gov- 
ernor would delay the appointment of the 
new judges so long the present judges would 
have acted, as the work of the office be- 
comes more and more complicated by every 
day’s delay. 

The biennial fanvass of the. city to secure 
a list of eligible jurors must be made be- 
tween May 1 and Sept. 1, and the work 
should be in readiness to begin. It usually 
requires forty-five deputies two months and 
a half to make the canvass. Then comes the 
arranging of the names alphabetically and 
other clerical work necessary to complete 
the list. Under the law the work cannot be 
delayed. If the time is shortened the force 
must be increased. This work cost the city 
$10,000 the last time, and will probably cost 
£12,100 this time, the city having grown. 
The money is appropriated by the Municipal 
Assombly. 

Commisisoner Mansfield says the work 
can best be done by young attorneys. They 
are best qualified to know who is eligible. 
The remuneration ranges from $2 to $5 per 
day, the average being $3 to $3.50. Only the 
chief deputy draws $5 a day. Politics does 
not enter into the selection of these can- 
vassers. The only requirements are capa- 
bility and gentlemanly eonduct. The can- 
vassers are appointed by the Commissioner 
on the verbal recommendation of two or

WITNESSES AGAINST WILDE. 


Testimony inthe Second Day’s Trial at 
. the Old Bailey. 


LONDON, April T. — The trial of Oscar 
Wilde and Alfred Taylor, charged with 
serious misdemeanors, was resumed at the 
Old Bailey Court to-day with a large at- 
tendance. Alfred Wood was examined and 


was then cross-examined by Sir Edward 
Clarke. counsel for Wilde, but his evidence 
was not shaken, 

Frederick Atkins, described as a variety 
singer, gave evidence as to knowing Alfred 
Taylor and others mentioned in the trial. 
This witness was also questioned by coun- 
sel with the view of showing that he re- 
ceived about £500 from a foreign Count 
whose yacht was lying at Scarborough, 
but the witness deni having received the 
money. 

After Atkins had repeated his previous 
testimony concerning his intimacy with 
Wilde, and told how he accompanied him to 
Paris as his Secretary, Sir Edward Clarke 
severely cross-examined him, endeavoring 
to show that Atkins was a professional 
blackmailer and that he had blackmailed 
gentlemen at Nice and other places. Dur- 
ing the cross-examination, Sir Edward 
Clarke asked: “Did you, two years ago, 
extort a large sum of money from two 
Americans who were staying at the Hotel 
Victoria?” Atkins, in replying, said he 
had not blackmailed the two Americans, 
whose names did not transpire. 

When Edward Shelby, the former employe 
of the publishers, Matthews & Lane, was 
testifying and was asked to tell the jury 
what took place in Wilde’s room, the 
witness pathetically appealed to counsel 
to read it from his previous deposition and 
thus spare him the shame of repeating 
his story. Counsel, however, made the 
witness repeat it.

BLROTION FRAUD CASES. 


Safety Committee Gathering Evidence 
to Submit to the Grand-Jury. 


The attorneys for the Committee of Pub- 
lic Safety are busy preparing evidence of 
election frauds for the Grand-jury, which 
will be convened this week. Henry T. Kent 
is at Eureka Springs under treatment for 
rheumatism, but ig expected to be on hand 


by the time the Grand-jury is ready to be- 

n the invéstigation of the cases. 

A list of the witnesses to be subpoenaed 
will be furnished Circuit Attorne achritz, 
together with an outline of what is expected 
to be proved by them With the evidence 
placed in the n of the Committee 
of Public Safety by the Post-Dispatch, 
there will be little difficulfy in securing the 
indictment of no less than half a dozen 
members of the notorious Indian gangs of 
repeaters, crooked judges and clerks and 
the thugs that always infest the vicinity of 
the polls on election day. 

Never has the prosecution been so well 
prepared to give the State fair representa- 
tion in election fraud cases as it is at pres- 
ent. The traps were set before election day 
to catch the fine workers, and in nearly 
every case they walked blindly into them. 
This is particularly true of the First, Sec- 
ond, Fifteenth and Nineteenth Wards, 
which were investigated by Post-Dispatch 
reporters, who unearthed evidence of the 
most brasen and outrageous frauds. r 

The cases will de carefully investigated 
and present to the Grand-jury, in order 
that the mistakes which were made after 
the fall election shall not be repeated. In- 
dictments will 2 be brought upon strong 
proof of guilt, and it is thought that there 
will be a lafge number of them even at 
that.

CHIGAGO, April N. — The everlasting 
question of an interchangeable. mileage 
ticket will be brought before the meeting 
of passenger department of, the Central 
Traffic Association which /s to be held 
next Wednesday.

There is little doubt, 
however, as to what the decision will be, 
as so many of the roads are bitterly op- 
ee to the plan, that the traveling men 
ave practically no chance whatever of 
getting what they are after. The mileage 
ticket hag been the most prolific source of 
demoralization in rates whieh the roads have 
had to contend, and the proposition to 
make one ticket good over the entire coun- 
try would go far to aggravate the trouble. 
The mileage tickets as now issued form 
the principal stock in trade at scalpers 
and the roads are decidedly averse to 


giving them such a age opportunity as 


would be opened up by the issue of an in- 
terchangeable ticket. ! 

The effort to rouse the interest of the 
Western lines to the woeful condition of 
their passenger agreement has met with 
but scant response and the chances are now 
that the trans-continental lines will go 
ahead with the formation of their own as- 
sociation without waiting for the Western 
roads.to wake up. The Southern Pacific 
has during the last week endeavored to as- 
cértain the feeling of the trans-continental 
lines toward forming an association and 
asked the Atchison to join with it in calling 
a meeting for that purpose. The opinion of 
the Atchison was that the matter should be 
postponed a little in order to see whether 
the Western lines could be induced to rouse 
themselves. It is probable that the trans- 
continental lines will go ahead with their 
own work.

She is practically built 
of steel, 40,000 separate pieces being used in 
her construction, with a total weight of 7,000 
tons. There are two sets of triple-expansion 
engines, and a ton of coal every five minutes 
is shoveled into the fifty-four furnaces of 
the batteries when the New York is under 
headway. 


Do you remember when the old Great 
Bastern some thirty years ago was the le- 
viathan and marvel of ocean travel? Well, 


the New York has just eight times the ton- |’ 


nage and forty-five times the engine power 
of the Great Eastern. 

“Shipwreck and sudden death“ are two of 
the things deliverance from which is ear- 
nestly prayed for in the litany, and the 
New York and her sister ships are as com- 
plete an answer to that prayer, so far as 
shipwreck is concerned, as it was possible 
for ship-bullding — to devise. The 
New York has a hull with a double bottom, 
so that no dangerous result can follow 
grounding. There are fifteen 828 
compartments, and it is said that should a 
collision occur by which one, two, or even 
three of these compartments should be 
filled with water, the buoyancy of the ship 
would not be materially affected. And the 
‘dividing bulkheads have no doors to be 
carelessly left open, so that here also an- 
other great source of danger is avoided.

The downfall of Oscar Wilde may bring 
disaster to many who have not deserved it. 
It will be more sad than strange it it harms 
one who was, to some extent, his protege. I 
refer to Aubrey Beardsley. Probably no 
young artist who does not aim at humor has 
been so heartily and universally provocative 
of mirth as Beardsley. But while the public 
has laughed, Beardsley has had a smile 
himself, not the less merry because it was 
in his sleeve. The joke was this: They 
damned and they ridiculed him, but—they

The newspapers have had a great deal 
to say about Beardsley during the last two 
years. He was, so to speak, born in Ameri- 
ca about twelve months ago, when the first 
number of a monthly volume, bound in glar- 
ing cloth, burdened by The Yellow Book 
* name and published from The Bodley 

sad“ sailed over seas. Its literature was 
not extraordinary, but its Illustrations 
(which began with a strange design upon 
the cover) were. They were distinctly new. 
Graceful curves and startling effects in 
black and white were their characteristics. 
The people in them stopped just short of 
grotesqueness, but were ever graceful. Their 
faces were marked with a sensuality that 
just dodged lechery. 


All agreed that Beardsley was a crim- 
inal—that he had sinned against art. One 
claimed that his pictures were indecent. 
That was denied, and calm investigation 
proved that they were not. Another shouted 
that his blacks and, whites were inartistic 
and unlovely. England's greatest writer on 
such matters rose up and proved that they 
were fine. A third exclaimed against his 
“drawing” (a technical expression; the 
claim was that his figures were distorted 
and out of human semblance and propor- 
tion). Beardsley himself stepped forward 
and demonstrated that it was anatomical! 

and scientifically correct. By and by all 
these things were admitted, but still the 
critics cursed, and I do not wholly blame 
them. But after they had cursed they kept 
on writing about them, for the most part, 
with a vague indignation. And, of course, 
the public kept on buying. Thus originated 
his road to success; the road which was la- 
beled Fad' and which was full of bowld- 
ers. 

During his youth, and while he was sur- 
rounded by his poverty, he had no pleasures 
except what he got from books. When he 
was 12 he read French easily, and long be- 
fore most bright boys have really mastere d 
much of anything he had achieved ancient 
French, and even Spanish black-letter. He 
drew pictures sometimes for fun,but looked 
forward to writing. Several very long and 
elaborate novels were built in a few years, 
only to be thrown into the fire because he

It was not meant for 
anything in particular. It has been said that 
it was meant for a Japanese prince, but It 
was not. There was nothing Japanese about 
it, except that it was done quickly and bold- 
ly. a man in strange robes and a big sword, 
standing on a curved line. A few strokes of 
the pen had done it,and its background was 
broken by a queer blotch of dead black, 
which represented nothing but which was 
of unusual and pleasant design. The thing 
was entirely accidental, but it pleased 
Beardsley, and he left it when he went to 
bed, so that he could see it as soon as he 
awoke in the morning. 

When morning came it still pleased him. 
It surprised him as much as others of his 
pictures have since surprised the public. He 
tried the same plan with other figures and 
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He took his new and strange pictures with 
their attractive, thick-lipped faces and their 
daring but amazingly artistic blacks and 
whites, to Oscar Wilde. That erratic gen- 
lus recognized at once that here were pict- 
ures more abnormal than his sentiments; 
Stranger than his most distorted notion; 
catchier than his most empty phrase; more 
likely to be greedily absorbed by a novelty- 
loving public than the very silliest sentence 
in his wittiest and silliest philosophy. So 
Wilde gave Aubrey Beardsley Salome“ to 
illustrate. When Salome'“ was printed, 
with a hundred or more of Beardsley’s fan- 
tastic pictures, Beardsley got more notoriety 
out of it than Wilde did. He had entered on 
his road of fad.“ Everybody talked about 
him, cursing him or laughing at him, and 
a few admired him, some because they were 
of the kind who really worship fads, as most 
folks pretend to, and some because the act- 
ually saw the almost superhuman clever- 
ness of the whole affair, because they real- 
ized that Beardsley, finding that the Strand 
would not notice him if he simply wore 
a plain stovepipe hat, had found it practical 
to attract attention by sticking feathers in 
his tile. EXverybody wore a silk hat, but no 
one else wore feathers in it. 

Poverty has fied from the Beardsley fam- 
ly. So far from finding it impossible to 
make ends meet, they tie the knots in a 
generous bow.—London Correspondence 
Boston Herald.

It was then that a German physician de- 
scribed certain nervous diseases as vapores 
(vapors.) At the beginning of the 
century this name was changed into 
spinal irritation, Forty years ago 
this name was replaced by nervous- 
ness, nervous prostration or debility, and 
later an American, Beard, appeared in the 
arena and called it an entirely new Ameri- 
can disease, gave a very good description 
and termed neurasthesia. 

The same is the case with our modern 
paranoia. The scientists thought they did 
a great thing by supplanting the old popu- 
lar term of craziness with a new word.

400 years of i investi- 
immense waste of 
printer’s ink, I could only find two 
authors who mentioned the fundamental 
law of nervous diseases, that is, the law 
which governs the contraction of muscles, 
According to this law a diseased nerve or 
nervous center is in the beginning hyperaes- 
thetic, excited; afterwards this condition 
gives place to anaesthesia, weakness and 
terminates in paralysis. The two authors, 
Griesinger and Arndt, especially the latter, 
are the only ones who consulted this law 
in their treatise about nervous diseases. 

It can be observed in any case of hys- 
teria, rheumatism dr neuralgia. When 
certain nerves are pressed by rheumatic 
deposits we have first the extensive, neu- 
ralgic pain, sometimes spasms of the mus- 
cles, tingling membranes; the second stage 
is characterized by moge dull pains and 
often anaesthesia or entire absence of feel- 
ing in large areas. The third stage of par- 
alysis is rarely noticed in peripherical neu- 
rosis, but still it is the result of the same 
ailing, and if it appears it is invariably at- 
tributed to the nerve centers, which have 
nothing to do with this kind of paralysis. 
The nervous mechanism can best be com- 
pared with a telephone. The countless ter- 
minations of our nerves all over the body 
in all its tissues receive the impressions 
from the outside world—telephone them 
through the conducting wires or nerves 
to the central, or brain and spinal chord 
and receive again the answer of the central, 
which they execute, if there is any, with 
different impulses and movements. This 
action is commonly called a reflex action. If 
the current of this refiex action is some- 
where interrupted, of course there must be 
something wrong, diseased, in the mechan- 
ism, and it is in the location of these inter- 
ruptions that our neurologists commit the 
most i rtant mistakes, which have an 
immense influence upon the treatment and 
eventual cure of those patients. 


My experience in this question is the re- 
sult of many years’ clinical observation, 
and it is contrary to all the heretofore 

ublished views, but it is incontestable. 

reached these results by treating peri- 
pherical nervous diseases personally with 
massage instead of intrusting this import- 
ant work to some masseur, and found the 
following: . 

The conducting wires of our nerve tele- 
phone or the nerves are hardly ever the 
seat of an interrupted current, and if they 
are it is caused by a local trouble, a tumor, 
ulceration, or disintegration by accident.

Virginia Harned Fills the Bill in This 


Important Point.

NEW YORK, April 24.—Is there 
an actress in this country who 
does not wish she were playing “Trilby’’ 
this season? There may be. Is there an 
actress in this country who does not be- 
lieve she has the real Trilby foot? No, not 


one, 
It is true that many women of the stage 
can boast of dainty, shapely feet, but it is 


equally true that there are others.“ It is 
interesting to know something about the 
feet of Miss Virginia Harned, the young 
woman who is now giving us the first stage 
version of. Trilby. 

I am prepared to defend my statement 
when I say that this lady’s feet are beauti- 
ful, shapely and without a blemish. I know 
whereof I speak, for I have seen them, and 
to see is to believe. When Miss Harned 
makes her first entrance upon the stage, 
after the cry of Milk below!’ she seems to 
have stepped straight from Du Maurier's 
book. Her unstockinged feet are incased 
in slippers many sizes too large, which, 
however, do not conceal her arched instep 
and well-turned dnkle, and in costume and 
appearance she fully realizes our idea of 
Trilby. 

She is Trilby. Miss Harned is a very 
beautiful woman. She has any amount of 
that elusive, indefinable something that we 
call personal magnetism. It is rather dif- 
ficult to imagine her hypnotized by anybody, 
but the spectacle of Svengali prostrate be- 
fore her, completely under the spell of her 
beauty, would not surprise us in the least 
However, we have to bear this slight in- 
congruity as best we may, and let her die 
in two or three tableaux, to- slow music, at 
the end. 

Miss Harned wears a No. 8 shoe, and 
her “footwear,” as advertisements have it, 
is always purchased in Europe. Sibyl John- 
stone, who was selected for one of the out- 
of-town Trilbys, game e public ample op- 
portunity of judgir, .2 the size and sym- 
metry of her feet and other portions of her 
anatomy when she played Iza in the “Clem- 
enceau Case, a few years ago. 

There are other women on the stage who 
would make good Trilbys, too, so far as 
their feet are concerned. I can think of sev- 
eral. Take, for instance, Miss Johnstone 
Bennett. She has a tiny foot. She wears 
a No. 1 slipper. A friend calling on me 
recently pointed to a souvenir tacked to 
the wall and asked: 

What's that?“ 

That,“ I replied, “is a shoe worn by 
Johnny Bennett in the production of ‘Jane’ 
at the Madison Square Theater.“ 

“Good gracious! You don’t say so!“ she 
exclaimed. ‘‘Well, where’s the microscope 
that goes with it?“ 

It needs no ghost from the grave to give 
us any points on Cissy Fitzgerald’s airy, 
fairy feet, with their arched insteps and 
delicately pointed toes. We all know them 
or at least, we did know them at Daly’s 
when she was getting the modest salary of 
$40 a week. But now, although she disports 
herself as merrily and kicks as high as of 
yore, we do not see her feet; we are on the 
look out for that wink. A $400-a-week-wink 
is too good to lose. 

When it was announced from the stage 
of Hoyt's Theater one night a few weeks 
ago that Cissy was Ill and unable to appear 
one-fourth of the audience left. They all 
looked sheepish as they filed out, as if as- 
hamed to acknowledge that they were there 
merely to be winked at. The remaining 
three-fourths: cast longing glances at the 
departing. ones and seemed to wish for the 
courage to do likewise. It is the first time in 
the annals of the stage that dudes and 
baldheads have assembled in the front rows 
to catch a wink instead of a glance at 
a pretty foot. It is wink versus foot, and 
the wink wins. Cissy wears.a No, 8 shoe 
and patronizes a Brooklyn shoe maker. 

Fanny Davenport’s feet are not tiny, 
but when’ she used to do that beer keg 
roll off the sofa in the last act of Fedora 
we all felt we didn’t care a rap. And during 
those thrilling scenes in “Gismonda’’ the 
positive knoweldge that she had a cloven 
hoof would not have disturbed us at all.

BRICK COMBINE. 


Dissatisfied Contractors Allege 
That They Have No Show. 


A war to the death is om between St. Louis 
contractors who are interested in the use of 
hard-burned or vitrified brick in the paving 
of alleys and streets. The competing’ con- 
cerns are the Alton Press Brick Co., repre- 
sented by W. M. Louderman & Co.; the 
Wabash (Und.) Brick Co., represented by 
Bauer Bros., brokers, and the St. Louis 
Press Brick Co., whose managing represen- 
tative is Mr. Alex. Niedringhaus, son of 
F. G. Niedringhaus of the St. Louis Stamp- 


ing Co. There are other competitors, but 


the three named are the most conspicuous 
rivals, because they are practically on a 
parity in the matter of transportation facili- 
ties. That they are not on a parity in other 
respects may appear from what follows: 

The use of vitrified or hard-burned brick 
for paving purposes in St. Louis is of com- 
paratively recent origin. Indeed, the Board 
of Public Improvements has not until within 
the last two years countenanced its use for 
‘any purpose. President McMath first caused 
its adoption, since his election as President 
of the Board, as center-paving for sewers, 
and then extended its use to the pavement 
of alleys. Now the field of its employment 
has been still further enlarged, and ordin- 
ances have been passed authorizing its use 
for several streets in the western portion of 
the city, namely, Delmar avenue, from Eu- 
clid to King’s highway; Euclid avenue, from 
Forest Park boulevard to Lindell boulevard; 
Finney avenue, from Pendleton to Taylor; 
Sarah street, from Laclede avenue to West 
Belle place, and Taylor avenue, from Del- 
mar to Easton. About thirty alley contracts 
have been let since the 1 of the 
municipal year, and of these the St. Louis 
Press Brick Co. has secured twenty. This 
has led to charges by the other contractors 
that favoritism was being exercised by the 
Board of Public Improvements toward the 
St. Louis concern. 

LOUDERMAN’S ALLEGATIONS. 

Wm. M. Louderman was shown a state- 
ment that had been furnished to the Post- 
Dispatch, in which it was asserted that the 
Vice-President of the St. Louis Press Brick 
Co., Mr. Alex. Niedringhaus, had boasted of 
his staAding with the Board of Public Im- 
provements, and had said that he (Nied- 
ringhaus) could get any kind of brick which 
he might offer-approved by the, board. Mr. 
Louderman declared that the assertion was 
true, although for the details of the occur- 
rence he must refer to Mr. Rogers of Alton, 
whose agent in St. Louis he was. Mr. Lou- 
derman stated further that the St. Louis 
Press Brick Co.’s product could not stand 
the test of open competition with the Alton, 
Galesburg, III., and other makes of brick, 
because it (the St. Louis Press Brick Co's 
——— was burned in kilns originally con- 
struct for ordinary paving and buildin 
brick, and the vitrified brick must be burned 
in kilns of different construction, having a 
down draft. The plant at Granite City, he 
said, contained four down-draft and thirteen 
up-draft or old-style kilns, with which it 
had been shown to be impossible to produce 
the perfectly vitrified brick. Nevertheless, 
the St. Louis Press Brick Co.’s product had 
been given preference in board contracts and 
successful bidders had even been given to 
understand that they would do well to use 
the Niedringhaus brick—that they would, 
in fact, save themselves trouble. 

J. Hill, President of the Hill-O’Meara 
Construction Co., stated tha 
ambition but to do enty 
of it; but he knew that vitrified brick was 
3 in favor in St. Louis while it was 
being discarded elsewhere all over the 
country. It really had no place where any 
other good material could be used, as it 
was less durable than asphalt, or even good 
Telford pavement, and, of course, could

W. H. Swift ofthe Fruin-Bambrick. Con- 
struction Co. showed two very and 
rough specimens of paving brick, which. he 
said were taken from an alley job done

roducers of the brick to get it into use, 

ut he knew that the brick. had been 
rejected by Sewer Commissioner Southard. 
He understood that the first attempt to 
bring vitrified brick into use in city work 
was made about two years ago for the 
centers of sewer bottoms, and that this 
brick was thrown out here and another 
product substituted. 

Louis Skrainka of the Skrainka Construc- 
tion Co. declared that the St. Louis Press 
Brick Co.’s product was equal to any in the 
market and that it had an advantage in 
transportation over the Wabash and Gales- 
burg brick. He said that St. Louis was 
getting vitrified brick very much cheaper 
than Chicago, the average ruling price here 
being abou $11 per 1,000, while in Chicago 
it was $17. As to quality, he asserted that 
there are only three kinds of vitrified brick 
that the city of Chicago will accept, namely, 
Galesburg, Streator and the St. Louis Press 
Brick Co.’s product. He showed a contract 
drawn for a real estate concern that called 
for an extra fine quality of vitrified paving 
brick, and declared that the St. Louis com- 
pany would get the job. 

Mr. Al Bauer, representing the Wabash 
company, stated that his concern had 


ceased to take an interest in the St. Louis 
paving contracts, because it could not com- 
pete with the grade of brick accepted here, 
nor would it attempt to furnish brick for 
$11 a thousand. But he showed the result 
of the test mdde by Prof. Johnson, wherein 
A great difference in the quality of. the 
8 had been proven, and this to 
the disadvantage of the brick which has 
the preference with the Board of Public 
Improvements. He did not know whether 
there was a combine in the Board of Pub- 
lic Improvements in favor of any particular 
concern, and he did not care much, since a 
high-class brick could not be made and 
~ = a in St. Louis for the prices ruling 
ere. 0 
IN SUCCESSFUL COMPETITION. 


Mr. Alex. Niedringhaus was disposed to 
treat the subject of the alleged favoritism 
of the board jocosely. He declared that his 
concern was selling brick all over the coun- 
try in successful competition with the firms 
that are trying to establish the charges of 
favoritism on the part of the board for the 
benefit of his firm. He had, he admitted, 
secured a larger number of contracts than 
any of his competitors, but this was because 
he had better facilities for transportation 


stronger than at the trial which resulted 
in a hung jury, he replied that he had 
nothing to say for publication, but might 
rar ty something to say to the court at the 
rial. 

Duestrow has seen very few visitors dur- 
ing the past two weeks.

All 
the di Salt sounds, such as sibilant sounds, 
were perfectly transmitted and received. 


The transmitter has been in constant use 
for two years, and no wear of any kind 
could be detected when last taken 
apart. Mr. Watson has not the 
slightest doubt, of being able to carry 
on a conversation with his system and ap- 
paratus between New York and Fran- 
cisce, and says he would be greatly morti- 
fied if the received articulate speech could 
not be heard ten or twenty feet from the 
receiver. I should say he uses the o 
telegraph lines, with earth turn circuit 
and not a heavy copper, “complete metalic 
circuit, a 4 number of Morse worked cir- 
cuits can be used at the same time and 
carried on the same poles on which is su 
ported the telephone circuit or lines. 0 
current strength with his telephone 
system is very mich greater than is used 
on any telegraph circuits using Morse in- 
struments. It would be more lik

J. Moura and Aymonier have ob- 
tained from King Norodom an authorization 
to translate the Pongsa-Voda. From their 
work, as far as it has proceeded, it is 
learned that the early history of Cambodia 
is divided into three principal epochs. The 
first inhabitants were a savage people called 
Samres. They were subjugated by the 
Khams people, from the Kingdom of Kho- 
merat, on the Chinese frontier, in the year 
500 B. C. The Khams established a pros- 
perous State called Kutch-Thloc, but they 
remained primitive. 

In 443 B. C. 8 a Hindoo Prince, 
gon of the King of Indraprast having 
revolted against his father, was forced to 
emigrate with many fellow-citizens to 
southern Indo-China. He established him- 
in Kutch-Thloc, bringing with him 
ideas of progress and men of artistic ability. 
He and his people quarreled with their 
hosts, the Khams, and overcame them, 
driving many of them to Laos, a province 
of the interior. 

Thong married the daughter of a 
Kham chief and was proclaimed King under 
the pleasing name of Prea-bat-Twong-as- 
Char. He called his kingdom Crung Cam-

GIMCRACKS MADE HIM RICH. 


How the Ingenious “King of the 
Fakirs” Madea Big Fortune. 


Special Correspondence Sunday Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK,, April . — Gone is 
„Nat“ Sanders, “King of the Fakirs“ 
in the world in which he moved. He 
died during the past week and was 
buried from his home in East Seventy- 


nad

In the evening the fakirs returned with 
their unsold wares, and another inventory 
was taken, after which an exact division of 
the profits was made.

Early in the summer of 1892 the publishers 
of Puck got out a campaign noyelty in the 
line of litical playing-cards, which were 
to sell for 2% cents a pack.

day. Sanders bought the entire stock of 
30 ks at the rate of 1 cent a pack, and

One of Sanders’ coups was the buying of 
a famous Japanese puzzle called The Zepo 
Boy” for 90 cents a gross. The manufac- 
turers had expected to get $7.00 a gross. 
Children were to be amused at 10 cents 
each. The fakirs gave them the pleasure 


for 1 cent. 

A syndicate thought at one time. they 
cornered all of the poker chips in the 
country. Sanders somehow got hold of their 
supply of 5,000,000 vegetable ivory chips, and 
his “boys” sold them at 12 cents a box, 
They had cost 15 cents to manufacture, and 
the combine had intended to sell them at 3

MIME IN ANCIENT POETRY. 


Prof. F. Louis Soldan on Mr. Byars’ 
Recent Discovery. 
Written for the Sunday Post-Dispatch. 

The discovery of rhyme in Homer and 
Virgil of which the Post-Dispatch has in- 
formed its readers in several of its Sunday 
issues is of startling character. Mr. Byars, 
so well and favorably known in St. Louis 
as a distinguished journalist, a careful 
student and a scholar of high attainments, 
has announced his discovery that all Greek 
and Latin poetry, Homer’s as well as 
Virgil's is based on rhyme, in the same way 


as English lyric poetry is. This so abso-, 


lutely contradicts the preconceived opinion 
in regard to the Greek and Latin classical 
writings, that Mr. Byars’ exposition cannot 
fail to attract universal attention. 

For 500 years Latin and Greek literature 
have been the daily mental food and stand- 
ing intellectual diet of scholars and students 
everywhere, at every higher school and 
university. The study of Homer, of Virgil 
or Horace has been the life work of many 
ee Every line of these authors 

as been examined, every expression an- 
alyzed and discussed. Yet, while rhyme 
occurred here and there incidentally, its 
presence as a regular or essential element 
has always been denied. In fact, absence 
of rhyme has been congidered as char- 
acteristic of ancient poetry, as its presence 
is of modern verse. 

The absence of regularly recurring, final 
rhyme in classic poetry is all the more 
noticeable, as the full terminations of these 
languages would have made rhyming easy. 
It is no exaggeration to say that for every 
two words of rhyming termination in- 
English, ten words could be found in Latin. 
To avoid rhyme in composing Latin verse 
must have been almost as difficult as find- 
ing appropriate rhyme in English. Hallam 
said: “The Latin tongue abounds so much 
in consonants that those who have been 
accustomed to write verses in it well know 
the difficulty of avoiding them as much as 
an ear formed on classic models demands.“ 

Mr. Byars presents his discovery with 
characteristic modesty that is mot at all 
inconsistent with his firm conviction of its 
truth. He clearly realizes the difficulty 
which opposes its adoption and the in- 
credulity with which so revolutionary a 
disgévery will be received. In one of his 
letters he speaks of his own experience. 
He himself was for a long time almost 
wholly incredulous and did not become con- 
vinced of its truth until he had satisfied 
himself with the severest tests. 

Final rhyme makes its appearance as an 
essential element in poetry long after the 
Classic period of Rome and Greece had 
passed away. Milton speaks of rhyme as 


“the invention of a barbarous age to set off. 


wretched matter and lame meter.’’ That 
this low estimate is unjust any one will 
concede that takes the trouble to read the 
rhymed Latin hymns of the early church— 
in particular, Thomas of Celano’s “Dies 
Irae.“ Yet, the well-established opinion is 
that systematic, final rhyming did arise in 
a barbarous age; in Latin literature in the 
fourth century, A. D.; in Northern litera- 
ture in the ninth century. 

The question how rhyme originated in 
modern literature has been frequently dis- 
cussed and variously answered. Some at- 
tributed it to the influence of the rich 
rhymes of the Arabian and Persian tongues; 
but it existed long before such influence 
could be felt in Europe. Edwin Guest, the 
best authority on English rhythm, suggests 
that it was obtained in all probability from 
Celtic races.“ 

All these theories in regard to the origin 
rhyme are, however, too narrow. It was 
known to the Greeks and Latins long before 
the rise of Christianity; countless nations 
of Europe and Asia used it, probably before 
the classic literatures flourished. The dic- 
tum of Isaac Disraeli seems still true: 
“Rhyme must be considered as universal 
as poetry itself.“ That the Greeks and 
Latins knew and used final rhyme seems 
an especially established fact. Aristotle 
speaks of it in his rhetoric. In Greek poets, 
notably in the Ajax of Sophocles, incidental 
rhymes occur. It is probable that in the pop- 


ular Latin poetry preceding the classic era, 


final rhyme was used and disappeared 
under the influence of Greek writers. Yet, 
even in Horace there are examples of evi- 
dent rhyme; in Ovid they are frequent, be- 
ing used to emphasize a line or word, as 
rhymed couplets occur in Shakspeare's 
blank verse. 

The new discovery, however, goes beyond 
the fact of the casual and the inci- 
dental presence of rhyme in languages 
in which it was .difficult to avoid it; 
it asserte that the whole of classic 
verse in all Indo-European tongues ig 
based on rhyming staves which follow a 
general law of melody. The burden of proof

Kalakaua was King at that time and the 
now ex-Queen Liltuokalani was plain Mrs.

BEATS STEAM. 


Sixty Miles an Hour on the 
French Railroads. 


Written for The Sunday Post-Dispatch. 

Two locomotive engines driven by electric- 
ity and intended to attain a speed hereto- 
fore unheard of have been constructed at 
the Cail engine factory in France, some 
what on the same principles as the celebrat- 
ed Fusee, built on the Heilman plan, but 
having a great many improvements upon 
that model. Electriclans are agreed that 
these engines constitute a new departure 


in electric traction. 
It is only sixteen years since electricity 


was first used as a motive power, and 
during that short time it has made more 
progress than steam has done in nearly 
eight ears. 

fn isi? Siemens and Halske experimented 
with a train of which electricity drove the 
motor, but they never accomplished a 

eater speed than eight miles an hour. 

lectric tramways were improved and mul- 

tiplied since that first attempt, especially

Difficult to Make, but So Delicious

For the cake proper there will be required 
half a cupful of butter, one cupful and a 
half of sugar, two cupfuls of flour, half a 
cupful of milk, the white of five eggs, two 


level teaspoonfuls of baking powder and 
half a teaspoonful of vanilla extract. 

Beat the butter to a cream and grad- 
ally beat into it the sugar and then the 
vanilla. Now add the milk and also the 
whites of the eggs, beaten to a stiff froth. 
Finally stir in-the flour and baking powder 
mixed together. 
low cake pans that have been well buttered 
and bake in a moderate oven for twenty- 
five or thirty minutes. When cool, ice. 

To make the icing put two cupfuls of 
granulated sugar into a stew-pan with half 
a cupful of n and beat gently 
for ten minutes. eat the whites of two 
eggs to a stiff froth. When the syrup is 
cooked, —— it gradually upon the beaten 
whites, here should be only a thin stream 
of syrup and the eggs should be beaten ail 
the while the syrup is poured. Two per- 
sons can do this work better than one, 
Continue beating the whites for two minutes 
after all the syrup has been added; then add 
half a teaspoonful of vanilla extract. 

Spread a thick layer of the icing on one 
sheet of the cake. Place the other sheet 
on top of the first arrd ice the top and sides. 
The cake will be ready for use in an hour.

Then the farmers grew Afraid of him. 
They knew he was not dumb, for on rare 
occasions that he saw fit to reply to their 
uestions he spoke like an educated man. 
fter a while every one shunned him. 
He secured the seclusion he craved and 
seemed content. How he lived no one could 
tell, not by hunting, for he had no gun.

POUND GAP TRAGEDY. | 
Particulars of the Killing vt Mail Rob- 
deex Pinson. | 5 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., April 27.—A special to 
the Post from Lester, Ky., says: Later re- 
ports of the killing of one of the Pound 
Gap mail robbérs are at hand. Arch Hop- 


kins shot and instantly killed John M. Pin- 
son at a town near Pound Gap named Don- 
key, in County, Va., near the place 
where the mail was robbed two weeks ago. 
It seems that Hopkins and Pinson had met 
at the little town quite intoxicated for the 
purpose of “painting things red,” when 
Hopkins became mad at Pinson and shot 
him three times, two of the shots taking 
effect in the head and the other in the leg, 
killing him instantly. They were members 
of the Pound Gap robbers and met at Don- 
key, where the remaining two are located. 

Hopkins is 35 years old, and has a family, 
while Pinson has no family, but is 4 years 
old. Hopkins gave himself up to the offi- 
cials, but fired several shots before he was 
arrested. Pinson was a brother of Rhodes 
Pinson, who is now serving a twenty-one- 
year sentence in Kentucky for the murder of 
Uriah Bate in Knott County a few years 
ago. The immediate cause of the trouble 
is not yet learned. Pinson was a bad 
character and the fact has recently devel- 
oped that he was a party to the late mail 
robbery. 


CHICAGO DRAINAGE ACT. 


Almost a Week of Discussion in the II- 
linois Senate. 


Special to The Post-Dispatch. . 
SPRINGFIELD, IH., April 27.—The week 
in the Senate has been taken up very largely 
with the discussion of the bill amending 
the Chicago drainage act. The drainage 
trustees have run out of money, and they 


want increased taxing powers to enable 
them to complete the big drainage ditch 
from Lake ichigan to the Illinois River. 
The people down the Illinois River, who 
have always been opposed to the drainage 
project, took advantage of this attempt 
to amend the law and insisted upon a num- 
ber of changes in it which would be to their 
interest. One of these was that drawbridges 
should be erected over the canal, so that 
navigation might not be interfered with. 
They did not get this, but the drainage peo- 
ple, as @ compromise, agreed upon an 
amendment providing that a continuous 
flow of water of 300, cubic feet per min- 
ute shall be maintained. The bill was yes- 
terday advanced to third reading and will 
be passed. ’ 

The House on. Wednesday defeated Mr. 
Gibson’s resolution to investigate the Cook 
County Assessors. The assessments in that 
county are notoriously rotten, but the Leg- 
islature could see no good to be accom- 
plished by an investigation, as the Lezislat- 
ure had no power to punish anybody who 
had been violating the law. 

The Merriam “anti-Catholic” bill has got- 
ten out of the Committee on Education, 
in which its enemies predicted it would 
sleep, and is now on the calendar on the 
order of second reading. Mr. Merriam will 
call it up next week in the House.

ties of Americans he says: This concen- 
tration of American brains on two ideas, 
the desire to be free and the pursuit of 
fortune by work, has not failed to impress 
on the race certain physical characteris- 
tics, certain marks.

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POLICE COMMISSION NO GOOD 


Jere Fruin Says He Is 4 Firm Believer 
in One Man Power. 


The shake up which the Board of Police 
Commissioners gave the Central District 
last Tuesday opened the sluice gates of 
conversation in the hitherto somewhat 
Sphinxian Commissioner Jeremiah Fruin. 
For some reason it stirred the big Vice- 


President of the board to a realizing sense 
of where he considers himself and his 
'confrere Mr. Lee to be at. Mr, Fruin has 
concluded that he and Mr. 


admits it. 

It was up at the Four Courts and Mr. 
Fruin was awaiting the arrival of Mr. Lee 
in order to prepare a document on the dive 
question which should scare Excise Com- 
missioner Bell into positive action on the 
matter. He got to talking over police mat- 
ters, discipline, transfers, duties of officers, 
etc., (and before long he delivered himeelf 
of this sentence: 

“The Board of Police Commissiorfers is a 
rank fraud—that is as an institution.“ 

This was a somewhat radical proposition 
from the Vice-President of the ard, but 
he went on to explain himself. 

What good does the Police Board do?“ 
he asked. “What can they do? They put 
us in here to do_this and to do that and 
come in filled with all sorts of ideas about 
reforms, and after we've been here two 
years we learn enough to know that we 
don’t know anything.. 

“The idea of civilians without any knowl- 
edge of police affairs attempting to tell 
& man brought up in the service, born with 
the instincts of a policeman, anything 
about the business is preposterous. Go 
into the Chief's office there and watch him 
for a week and just sep how incompetent 
you are. * 

“The members of the board are nothing 
but figure heads, mouthpieces of the Chief. 
All we are good for is to sit in the board 
room and listen to a lot of fellows tell lies 
about themselves and other people and then 
punish them or not as we see fit.“ 

“Evidently you believe in the one man 
power?" was said to him. 

Les, Sir, Ido. For even with the Police 
Board it’s a one man power after all.” 

“Don’t you think a Police Board would 
serve as a check on a corrupt Chief, should 
one secure appointment?“ 

“How could we? We don't know enough. 


) Anyway, a corrupt Chief is better for the 


department and for the public than a fool. 
— board wouldn't be any good in either 

Se. 

And then Mr. Fruin, having appeared to 
have abused himself sufficiently, sat down 
and kept still for awhile. 

Police Commissioner Lee was asked his 
views on the question discussed by Mr. 
Fruin. He said: 

“All precedents of a republican form of 
government establish the fact that the 
placing of the power of a great metropolitan 
police force in the hands of one man or the 
pecs of great, unlimited power over the 
iberty and lives of people in the hands of 
one man unrestrained by responsibility to 
a higher power, is dangerous. It is mon- 
archical and undemocratic and unsafe. 

“I do not believe that any man who is 
thoughtful would want such unrestrained 
and almost unlimited power placed in his 
hands. The responsibility is too great, 
and no man is strong enough, wise enough 
and able enough to assume such a respons- 
ibility. Even the Judges on the bench are 
restrained by the right of trial by jury. The 
military system of the United States recog- 
nizes that fact, for no officer, not even the 
General of all the armies, has the wer to 
dismiss from the service the 1 priv- 
ate, for the trial must be by court-martial. 

I do recognize the fact that citizeris act- 
ing as a court of inquiry and in a directive 
capacity in controling the morals of a great 
city and the liberty of the people, as well 
as occupying a position of sustaining and 
protecting the police force from the unjust 
assaults and defamations of a public which 
is nearly always predisposed to antago- 
nism against all kinds of force, whether 
legal or illegal, is at a disadvantage on mat- 
ters of technical knowledge of, the details 
of management. They must and should, to 
an important extent, rely upon the knowl- 
edge of the chief officers of the department, 
who have been selected for their fitness 
and capability as well as for their experi- 
ence, and I believe in sustaining such su- 
perior officers in all honest, just and com- 
mendable positions they may take toward 
increasing the efficiency of the force and 
preserving the peace and happiness of the 
people. I, however, do not believe in a 
centralized -power, for I believe that in a 
multitude of counselors there is wisdom, 
and the grand principles of democracy are 
in every way opposed to the centralization 
of autocratic power.“ —

udge’s wrath did not purpose that it 
should be so. They took counse] with their 
superiors, and, as a result, they landed 
yesterday on the jugular of the monarch of 
the bench and reopened the whole issue. 

Their aspault was only metaphorical and 
strictly legal. They brought suit against 
Judge Murphy in the Circuit Court, all of 
them together, in the sum of $25, and also 
for a Hke amount against Nenry Troll, the 
Sheriff of St. Louis, because he obeyed the 
court's order to lock them =p. 

Officers Martin O’Brien, omas Murphy 
and Thomas Dewar, allege by their counse!, 
Thos. J. Rowe, that on Dec. 24 last, while 
in attendance upon the Court of Criminal 
Correction in the discharge of their duties, 
they were ordered arrested upon a commit- 
ment made out by the direction of Judge 
Murphy and incarcerated in the City Jail. 
It is stated that the commitment char 
them with having been guilty of ‘‘disorder- 
ly, contemptuous and insolent behavior. in 
committing a murderous assault on one 
William Wright, within the sight and pres- 
ence of the court,“ and were sentenced to 
be imprisoned in jail for ten days and to 
pay a fine of $50. Sheriff Troll executed the 
order of the court by taking the officers into 
custody and locking them up. 

It is then alleged that they were not 
guilty of the acts complained of; that the 
charges were maliciously made, and that 
they were false in every particular; also 
that they were committ without any 
judgment ever having been entered against 
them. It is also alleged that Judge Mur- 
phy had no jurisdiction over them and that 
the allegation in the commitment that he 
had was falsely made that the Judge might 
make it appear that he had jurisdiction. 
It is then recited that the accused were 
ordered released by the State Supreme 
Court in a habeas corpus proceeding, in 
which the appellate tribunal dénied that the 
acts complained of had been committed in 
the presence or hearing of the Judge of the 
Court of Criminal Correction, and hence 
said court had no jurisdiction. Each officer 
sues for $5,000 damages. 

Officers William Cronin and Thomas C. 
Kelly also bring $5,000 damage suits against 
Judge Murphy and Sheriff Troll, in which 
they also charge malicious prosecution and 
arrest. They allege in their petitions that 
on Jan. 24 last they were assessed to pay a 
fine and ordered committed to jail by Judge 
Murphy on the charge of contemptuously 
and insolently stationing themselves outside 
of the court-room with the intent then and 
there with force of arms to prevent James 
Mack and George Thorn, who had been 
discharged by the court, from leaving the 
court-room,’’ and that Sheriff Troll arrested 
them and locked them up and they remained 
locked up until released by Judge Edmunds 
the next day on a writ of habeas corpus, 
It is charged that Judge Murphy was guilty 
of usurpation and unwarranted conduct, for 
which each of the officers want $5,000. 

With characteristic bellicosity, Judge Mur- 
phy got right up on his ear when he heard 
of the officers’ action, and squared right off, 
ready for the fray. 

“You may say, remarked the Judge, 
“that I'll be ready for them. I don’t know 
anything about what they allege, as I have 
not seen their petition, but if it comes to 
an issue I am giad I will have a chance to 
show up the decision of that division of the 
Supreme Court. 

“They have ignored every precedent and 
every decision that ever was rendered and 
all for partisan purposes. The Supreme 
Court will never sustain such a decision. 
I am glad they have given me an oppor- 
tunity to go into that.“ 

The squabble between Judge Murphy and 
the Police Department, out of which these 
suits have grown, is as old as the Judge’s 
term in office. He began making things un- 

leasant from his first day on the bench. 

Then he discharged Thomas Wright, a col- 
ored man, who had shot Officer Murphy 
while resisting arrest, Officer Murphy and 
Officers O’Brien and Dewar rearrested 
Wright just outside of the court-room door. 
This precipitated a small riot, which re- 
sulted in the officers being thrown into 
ail and a general order being issued by 

udge Murphy that policemen must be dis- 
armed before entering his court-room. 

Officers Cronin and Kelly disobeyed the 
injunction, and they were arrested. The 
cases went from Judge Edmunds’ court to 
the Court of Ap 8, thence to the Supreme 
Court, and resulted ina victory for the po- 
lice. 

Now comes the sequel, and the end is not 
yet in sight. '

Several of the factors that helped bull 
this market last week were rather gauzy, 
and qthers did not pan out well in the final 
wash up. But they proved that bull influ- 
ences were all paramount and were most 
powerful in dictating the course of values. 
One was the akarm over drouth condi- 
tions, which have prevailed pretty much all 
over the country, hardly relieved by the 
light showers fallen of late. But so far the 
winter wheat crop has not suffered, and 
taken as a whole its promise is exgellent. 
In some sections of the Southwest, in West- 
ern Kansas, and in Michigan and Wiscon- 
sin the crop has been damaged, but it 
was through winter killing chiefly and the 
dry weather so far has done compara- 
tively little harm. Present prospects indi- 
cate a, full average winter wheat crop 
east of the Rockies and a heavy yield on 
the Pacific Ceast, except in the extreme 
north. Latest advices from the spring 
wheat territory indicate an area seeded 
nearly as large, if not fully up to last 
year’s, notwithstanding the earlier esti- 
mates of an acreage of 10 to 15 per cent less 
than last year. So far the cheerful out- 
look is for a good yield that will sell at 
better prices than last year. 


The latest improvement in foreign buy- 
ing is one of the rather gauzy items that 
have been notable of late. It may be the 
European markets have become excited by 
the steady and large advance on this side 
and have commenced laying in supplies, 
but unless this wheat begins clearing very 
shortly the American trade will not be 
long influenced by the alleged export pur- 
chases. If they bought anywhere they 
would do so, as reported, at the seaboard 
markets, as the price there is relatively 
cheaper than in the interior.

Statistician Brown, in an elaborate article

the recent application of the system it had 
been very faulty, Taking the period of 
seven years, nning with July 1, 1882, and 
ending with July 1, 1889, he shows that the 
reports of the crops produced tallied with 
the known distribution for export and be- 
lleved consumption of food to within 1 per 
pent of the aggregate production for the 
seven years, and was a very clear demon- 
stration of the application of the system. 
Starting with guly 1, 1889, and ending with 
June 30, 1894, he shows that there was used 
and accounted for in excess of the reported 
crops in those years, 192,000,000 bu, and that 
carrying the statement forward to June 30, 
189%, including what the Department esti- 
mated as required for animals, the amount 
of distribution would be 320,285,000 bu in ex- 
cess of the reported crops for the period in 
question. He eredite quite a little of the 
trouble in the statistics to the Farmers’ Al- 
liance and puts forward the statement that 
in the States where the Alliance was the 
strongest, the errors were the greatest. He 
pyr ye by the remark that the Depart- 
ment seems to be Jess in need of improved 
methods and facilities than it does of intel- 
ligence and the p r use of the methods 
and facilities alr at hand.

St. George Mivart, who unites the keenest 
scientific curiosity and the most intelligent 
religious faith, addresses a few chapters to 
American readers in a little volume en- 
titled. The Helpful Science.“ He makes no 
attempt to reconcile science and religion, 
holding that they are not antagonistic, but 
parallel and harmonious. He also holds— 
and he is not alone in this belief—that the 
scientific conclusions of the past genera- 
tions have lost their inspiring quality in 
the hurry of events, and that we are on the 
eve of a rebirth of the old ideas which pre- 
vailed before science took possession of the 
world of thought. There are now many 
persons,” says he, “and I am among the 
number, who think that the time has come 
for another renaissance—a recurrence of 
conditions analogous to those which ex- 
isted before physical science became the 
fashion of the day. It is almost needléss to 
say that the present writer in no way 
wishes to restore mediaevalism, even were 
such. an undesirable miracle possible. All 
he advocates is a renewed attention to 
principles and intellectual perceptions, which 
have for a long time bern too much lost 
sight of. He is convinced that these re- 
quire to be once more keenly and search+ 
ingly scrutinized in the ht which four 
centuries of patient and laborious work of 
physical science have ob for us.“ 


With this as the keynote, Mr. St. George 
Mivart analyzes the work of the evolution- 


ists and utilitarians, and while not con- 


demning them as false, a es against their 
all sufficiency. The book is suggestive and 
timely. It touches a sentiment which is 
coming to prevail among thoughtful people 
every where.

Robert Seaman, the Husband, Is 
72 and a Millionaire. 


Special Correspondence Sunday Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, April 23.—The readers of 
the Post-Dispatch will surely be interested 
to know that Nellie Bly is married. Yes, 
she is now Mrs. Robert Seaman. Her mar- 
riage, like most of the other important 
events of Nellie Bly’s life, was somewhat 
out of the ordinary. She met her husband 
on the train on her way to Chicago only a 


few days before she became a bride Mr. 
Seaman is 72 * old, a reputed multi- 
millionaire, and Miss Bly is approximately 


80. 

To sketch the career of Nellie Bly in less 
than an octavo volume is not easy. Al- 
though thrown upon her own resources at 
an early age, she accomplished nothing 
noteworthy in her journalistic labors on the 
Pittsburg paper where she started in. It 


The splendid four-story and basement 
brown-stone house at No. 15 West Thir- 
ty-second street, a most exclusive block, is 
worth in the real estate market $150,000, and 
this is only a tithe of his valuable realty 
holdings in New York City, Kings and 
Queens, Westchester and Greene counties. 

Forty years ago Mr. Seaman was actively 
engaged in the grocery business. In those 
days he was conspicuous in club life as it 
then existed. He was what was then called 
a beau, and now called a man ahput town. 
He never married. He was precise and 
modish in his dress. The habit never forsook 
him. He is to-day one of the most carefully 
dressed men in New York. In his style he 
is rich and quiet, never obtrusive. He does 
not look his 72 years. In fact, walking with 
his brother Edward, he would be taken for 
the younger of the two. 

So much for Mr. Seaman. Now, some 
facts about Miss Bly herself. She was in 
reality Miss Elizabeth Cochrane. She was 
born’ at Cochrane’s Mills, a settlement in 
Armstrong County, Pennsylvania, named 
after her father, who had owned flour mills 
there and a large tract of land.
